Renominated 
In Primaries 


GOP Organization 
Suffers Setback 
In Kansas Election 


By United Press 
Three senators won renomination 
and the Kansas Republican organi­ 
zation suffered a serious setback 
in four prim ary elections. 
No m ajor upsets were posted as 
voters chose candidates in Michi­ 
gan, West Virginia, Kansas and 
Missouri Tuesday. 
But in Kansas COP party lead­ 
ers failed in their attempt to head 
off Lt. Gov. Fred Hall’s bid for 
the gubernatorial nomination. 
Hall, who campaigned on an “ it’s 
time 
for a 
change” 
platform, 
claimed victory early today in his 
race against George Templar. Tem ­ 
plar, a form er federal district at­ 
torney, had the backing of top 
COP office holders and officials. 
Nominees Listed 
The senators who won renomina­ 
tion against lesser known or no 
opposition were: 
Democrat Matthew M. Neely of 
West Virginia. He brushed aside 
three rivals in his bid for a fifth 
term, unprecedented in the state. 
With 2,218 out of 2,825 precincts 
counted, Neely had a 131,744 to 
45,205 vote edge over all his op­ 
ponents. 
Republican Andrew F. Schoeppel, 
senior senator from Kansas. 
He 
jumped ahead early in the race 
against two opponents without po­ 
litical records and was never head­ 
ed. 
Republican Homer Ferguson, un­ 
opposed in the Michigan senatorial 
primary. 
Rep. Dewey Short’s bid to win 
his 13th term from Missouri’s 7th 
District topped a long list of con­ 
gressional races. 
Short was hard 
D 
ressed at first in the GOP race, 
ut rural ballots gave him a 6.000- 
vote edge by the lime state Sen. 
Noel Cox conceded. 
Most Turnout Normal 
The voting in all states except 
Missouri was normal 
or larger 
than expected. In Missouri the lack 
of any top statewide race attracted 
the lowest vote in 39 years 
Two other senatorial primaries 
later this week overshadowed Tues­ 
day’s races in national attention. 
Democratic Sen. Estes Kefauver 
will be fighting for his political 
life against 
Rep. Pat Sutton in 
Wednesday’s 
Tennessee primary. 
On Thursday Kentucky Democrats 
were expected to give former vice 
president 
Alben 
W. Barkley a 
chance to regain the Senate seat 
he held during the New Deal era. 
Other prim ary highlights: 
K riisrs 
Hall held a 90,275 to 78,599 lead 
over Tem plar with 2,262 out of 
2,922 precincts counted. 
George 
Docking led in the race for the 
Democratic gubernatorial nomina­ 
tion and former Senator George 
McGill, whom Schoeppel defeated 
in 1948, was picked by the Demo­ 
crats to run again in November. 
The state’s six congressmen were 
all renominated, three without op­ 
position. 
Michigan 
Republicans appeared to have 
chosen former State Police Com­ 
missioner Donald S. Leonard to 
contest Gov. G. Mennen Williams’ 
bid for a fourth term. The Demo­ 
cratic senatorial nomination went 
to former Detroit city councilman 
Patrick V. 
McNamara, although 
former Senator Blair Moody, who 
died during the campaign, drew a 
heavy vote. 
All congressional in­ 
cumbents with opposition were in 
the lead. 
Missouri 
All Missouri’s ll incumbent con­ 
gressmen were renominated. 
West Virginia 
Tom Sweeney, twice a Republi­ 
can candidate for senator, 
won 
handily over attorney Latclle M. 
Lafollette in the GOP senatorial 
race. 
The state's six representa­ 
tives were renominated, four with­ 
out opposition.

WASHINGTON HP - President 
Eisenhower today emotionally de­ 
scribed Gen. George C. Marshall 
as a great and selfless American 
patriot. 
Red 
faced and speaking with 
great firmness, the President vig­ 
orously 
rejected charges against 
Marshall by former Secretary of 
War Harry ll 
Wooding, and in­ 
directly rebuked Sen. Joseph R. 
McCarthy (R Wis ). 
Woodring had laid in a letter 
that Marshall “ would sell out his 
grandmother for personal advan­ 
tage” and McCarthy had placed 
the letter in the Congressional Rec­ 
ord 
The President said the attack 
on the .soldier statesman was a 
sorry reward after 50 years of 
service to his country 
Mr. Eisen- 
i how cr described his former Army 
superior as a loyal American who 


j served according to his concept 
of duty. 


J 
In a quieter mood, Mr. Eisen­ 
hower also told reporters he in­ 
tends to pursue as vigorously as 
possible his proposal for a world 
atoms for peace pool, despite So­ 
viet resistance. 
But he thought the United States 
should quit talking so much about 
world leadership and offer itself 
as a good partner 
On other subjects, the President 
said: 
McCarthy Censure: 
Until the 
Senate makes up its own mind 
exactly what it wants to do about 
censuring McCarthy it would be 
unbecoming for him to comment. 
But he recognized the effect on 
party unity and that he had a re ­ 
sponsibility to do what he could 
to remedy it. 
Red China: 
The United States 
is completely opposed to admitting 
Red China to the United Nations 
under present conditions. 
But he 
said he is always ready to see 
whether the sinner repents and 
returns to the fold. 
Campaign Issues: 
His own cri­ 
teria will be: Has the record been 
a good one? 
He would look at it 
from 
the standpoint of whether 
the candidate in question has done 
his best to put over a program in 
keeping with the party platform 
and which was devised by party 
leaders for the benefit of all Am er­ 
icans.

elected to that office by I he voters

term in office—a total of 24 years 
at the end of this year. 
He was 
not a candidate for re election this 
year. 
In 1916, he, along with his bro­ 
ther, Noble, sunk the mine shaft 
at the north 
edge 
of Equality 
known as the Pekin mine. 
The 
brothers worked this operation un­ 


til 
1923 
W h e n

brother to join him as his deputy.
